WHAT  DOES  A  RESIDENT  ASSISTANT  DO? 

The  Resident  Assistant  is  a  part-time  member  of  the 
Residence  Life  staff.  The  RA  assist  the  comprehensive 
student  life  program  in  an  undergraduate  dorm.  The 
RA  is  responsible  for  assisting  students  individually  and 
in  groups.  The  RA  is  the  primary  facilitator  of  the 
development  of  community. 

The  RA  has  to  know  the  names  and  pertinent 
information  about  the  residents.  They  must  maintain  a 
high  profile  and  be  approachable  and  receptive.  They 
must  promote  awareness  of  cultural  diversity  and 
encourage  involvement  of  residents  in  activities.  They 
must  confront  and  document  inappropriate  behavior 
and  mediate  conflicts.  They  should  encourage  students 
who  are  having  difficulty  to  seek  additional  help  from 
campus  resources. 

They  also  plan  and  conduct  social  activities  along 
with  residents.  They  communicate  regularly  with 
residents  through  bulletin  boards,  floor  meetings  and 
informal  contact.  They  assist  in  establishing  norms  an 
in  accepting  responsibility  for  dorm  issues. 

As  a  staff  member  they  must  attend  a  spring  retreat 
and  attend  training  workshops.  They  hold  office  hours 
and  make  rounds.  They  know  the  procedures  for 
emergencies.  They  assist  in  the  selection  of  new  staff 
members  and  keep  their  Resident  Directors  informed.

Salisbury  State's  traditionally  strong  field  hockey 
and  men's  lacrosse  teams  enjoyed  successful 
campaigns  once  again  during  the  1991-1992  year 
but  the  men's  basketball  squad  was  unquestionably 
the  "team-  of-the-year"  on  the  campus  and  in  the 
community. 

The  1991  fall  season  served  as  a  welcome 
appetizer  for  the  success  that  was  to  follow  during 
the  winter.

HIGHLIGHTS 


The  fall  of  1992  sports  season  brought  success 
at  nearly  every  turn  for  the  Sea  Gulls.  The  field 
hockey  team  advanced  to  the  NCAA  Final  Four  for 
the  first  time  since  1988  and  finished  the  year  12-7- 
1  overall.  The  women's  tennis  team  had  its  most 
wins  in  recent  years,  finishing  7-2  with  three 
conference  singles  champions.  The  men's  soccer 
team  set  a  school-record  for  wins  during  a  13-2- 1 
season  that  earned  two  player  all-South  Region 
honors  and  Head  Coach  Gerry  DiBartolo  South 
Regional  Coach-of-the-Year  status. 

The  men's  basketball  team  did  not  quite  equal 
the  accomplishments  of  the  previous  year  but 
enjoyed  another  solid  campaign  with  a  final  18-8 
record.  The  Gulls  also  won  ESAC  championship  for 
the  third  straight  year  and  finished  as  the  nation's 
top  scoring  team  at  98. 1  points  per  game. 

The  spring  of  1993  was  dominated  by  the  men’s 
lacrosse  squad,  which  held  the  number  one  ranking 
in  the  weekly  poll  for  the  entire  regular  season.  SSU 
enjoyed  unblemished  regular  season  run  at  13-0 
but  lost  the  NCAA  Tournament  quarterfinals  for  a 
second  straight  year.  The  men's  tennis  team  won  its 
fifth  straight  ESAC  crown  and  the  softball  team 
claimed  its  third  straight  conference  championship.

REAL  NEWS 


A  World  of  Change 


As  the  years  have  passed,  many  changes  have  come. 

The  campus  of  Salisbury  State  University  has  not  been  immune 
to  change.  Since  the  publishing  of  the  last  edition  of  The  Evergreen  in 
1991,  the  University  has  grown  tremendously  in  many  ways.  Our 
student 

body  has  grown  to  approximately  6,000  students,  some  of  our  aca¬ 
demic 

departments  have  become  accredited,  and  the  Perdue  School  has 
been  granted  a  deferral  on  its  pursuit  of  a  much  sought  after 
AACSB  accreditation. 

While  many  of  the  changes  that  have  affected  the  University 
have  been  positive,  some  have  not.  Shortly  before  the  end  of 
the  fall  1992  semester,  the  Board  of  Regents  of  the  University 
of  Maryland  System  launched  a  systematic  attempt  to  dismantle 
the  state  university  system.  What  was  geared  to  result  in  the 
betterment  of  the  flagship  campus,  College  Park,  would  ultimately 
result  in  great  harm  to  the  missions  of  SSU  and  the  other  campuses 
in  the  UMS  System.  Salisbury  State  was  being  penalized  for  excelling. 
Its  chemistry  department,  recently  nationally  accredited,  was 
being  slated  for  elimination;  its  graduate  nursing  program  was 
slated  for  elimination;  medical  technology,  sociology,  Spanish... all 
proposed  cuts  to  the  curriculum. 

All  in  all,  the  University  has  emerged  virtually  unscathed  from  the 
Regents’  attack.  The  resounding  response  from  the  faculty,  staff  and 
students  resulted  in  several  cooperative  programs  being  formed  in 
conjunction  with  the  University  of  Maryland  Eastern  Shore,  most  of 
our  majors  being  retained,  and  the  Regents  receiving  their  money.  The 
coming  together  of  the  campus  community  resulted  in  Salisbury  State 
remaining  what  it  has  grown  to  be  in  its  almost  70  year  history.

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SOVIET  UNION  COLLAPSES 


Europe  has  seen  much  change  in 
the  past  two  years.  The  coup 
against  Mikhail  Gorbachev  in  the 
Soviet  Union  followed  by  US  and 
European  Community  intervention 
in  an  attempt  to  return  Gorbachev 
to  power;  the  dismantling  of  the 
Iron  Curtain  and  the  return  of  the 
individual  republics  including 
Russia  with  its  leader  Boris  Yeltsin. 
Communist  rule  in  the  Soviet 
Union  ended  and  a  new  series  of 
reforms  and  changes  were  in  the 
making  with  results  that  will 
continue  for  years  to  come. 
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The  change  continued  in  our  own  country  as  a  new  genera¬ 
tion  made  its  call  for  reform.  With  the  upcoming  presiden¬ 
tial  election,  many  people  threw  their  hat  into  the  ring 
including  Bill  Clinton,  the  Governor  of  Arkansas,  who  made 
an  unprecedented  appearance  on  the  Arsenio  Hall  Show 
with  his  trademark  saxophone.

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A  Change  in  The  Court 


U.S.  Supreme  Court  Justice  Thurgood 
Marshall  stepped  down  from  the  high 
court  for  the  last  time  and  after  a  lifelong 
journey  of  overcoming  prejudices  and 
ensuring  equal  justice,  Marshall  soon 
passed  away  leaving  us  reflecting  on  the 
contributions  that  he  made. 

Clarence  Thomas  was  nominated  by 
President  Bush  to  replace  the  retiring 
Supreme  Court  justice.  Thomas  was 
confirmed  by  the  U.S.  Senate  nearly  three 
months  later  after  a  series  of  hearings  on 
sexual  harassment  charges  were  brought 
against  him. 

Anita  Hill,  a  law  professor  at  the 
University  of  Oklahoma,  worked  for 
Thomas  and  claimed  that  he  sexually 
harassed  her  during  her  association  as  an 
assistant  at  the  E.E.O.C.  with  the  future 
justice.  The  issue  was  heard  before  the 
Senate  Judiciary  Committee  and  then 
Thomas’  confirmation  was  then  debated 
and  voted  on  by  the  full  Senate. 
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For  the  first  time,  professional  athletes  were 
allowed  to  compete  in  the  1992  Summer 
Olympics  in  Barcelona,  Spain.  Part  of  the 
"Dream  Team,"  the  U.S.  basketball  team 
consisted  of  Magic  Johnson,  who  recently 
announced  that  he  has  been  infected  with  the 
HIV-virus. 


As  the  world  keeps  changing,  so  does  the  impact  that  AIDS 
has  on  the  world  population.  A  recent  study  predicts  that 
more  than  25  million  people  will  have  the  disease  before  the 
end  of  the  decade.  As  no  cure  still  exists,  and  as  the  disease 
continues  to  claim  thousands  of  victims,  people  signed  panels 
of  the  AIDS  Memorial  Quilt  in  New  York  before  moving  on 
to  a  35-city  national  tour.
